Both houses of the general assembly 
adjourned at noon Wednesday until 


Monday morning, a joint resolution 
calling for this disposal of the 
Thanksgiving week-end being adopted.

$100,000 bond for that official, the 
premium to be paid by the state. It 
also provides for six field agents at 
a salary of $200 nar r month each.

“It would place it within the power 
of the legislature to place such a tax 
upon business as would confixcate a‘] 
of its profits, and more,” said one 
member of the senate, in ciscussing 
the bill.

Brakes on Procress. 


“When the house of representatives 
authorized future Icgislatures to levy 
a tax of 5 per cent on gross incomes,” 
said Mr. Langley, “it put the brakes 
on the wheels of progress and choked 
to impotency the arteriea of develop 
ment in Georgia. This drastic aad 
radical] action was taken with spas 
modic frenzy. The emergency brakes 
were used, political emergency. 

“Not a dollar of investment money 
can ever be induced to come to Geor- 
gia with this danger staring it in the 
face,” he continued. “Home indus- 
tries, commercial and financial enter- 
prises could never pay such a tax and 
live. When I saw on the floor of the 
house that the floodgates of political 
manipulation had broken and reason 
flown I appealed with all the power 
and fervor of fhy heart and soul to 
my colleagues to spare Georgia this 
disaster, but discretion had been 
swamped by the power of political dic- 
tation. Political blunders were held 
more important than prosperity. 

“Supporters of the measure empow- 
ering the legislature to fix a tax of 
5 per cent on gross incomes tried to 
justify their positions with the absurd 
contention that no future legislature 
would ever exercise the authority 
given it. They said “‘net” incomes as 
written in the bill by the senate, where 
it originated as the Lankford bill. 
must be stricken out to safeguard 
against tax dodging by corporations. 
They placed all confidence in political- 
ly controlled legislatures but put none 
in companies and corporations whose 
books would always be open to inspec- 
tion with penalties for false returns 
hanging over them. That was the line 
of logic that carried conviction to this 
legislature, which is as safe and able 
as any future ones are likely to be.” 

Fullbright Attacked. 

Representative Jones, of Floyd, in- 
troduced a resolution on the house on 
Wednesday calling for an investigation 
of the office of State Tax Commis- 
sioner Henry J. Fullbright, charging 
that he had not properly discharged 
the duties of his office, and with the 
provision that impeachment proceed- 
ings may be instituted if the charges 
of neglect are substantiated. 

The resolution provides for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of six rep- 
resentatives and three senators and 
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port back to the next session of the 
legislature. 

Embodied in the resolution was pro- 
vision for an inquiry as to whether 
or not Governor Clifford Walker has 
required the commissioner to discharge 
fully his duties in this respect. 

It states that only $288,000 in in- 
heritance taxes was collected by the 
state of Georgia in 1922, and these 
were reported from only sixty counties. 
It is also charged that to‘al collec- 
tions by the state for 1923 are less 
than $300,000, whereas the federa! 


government has already collected $2,- 
615,000 for the current year, despite 
the fact that the state law provides 
for a tax on all estates over $5,000 
while the federal law exempts all 
estates up to $50,000. 

Mr. Fullright stated that he gladly 
welcomed an investigation of his of- 
fice. He denied charges that he had 
conducted it improperly. but said he 
would be only too glad for the people 
of thé state to have an opportunity to 
correctly understand its workings. 


SENATE TABLES | 
BUDGET PROPOSAL. 


After a spirited debate the senate 
Wednesday morning voted to table 
the substitute offered by Senator 
Stephen Pace for the Phillips’ budget 
bill providing for the creation of a 
budget commission which would-regu- 
late expenditure of state funds and 
recommend appropriations for the va- 
rious state departments. Immediately 
after the vote to table this measure 
was taken the senate adopted a joint 
resolution to adjourn until next Fri- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. 

Senator Pace, author of the substi- 
tute, which had been favorably rec- 
ommended to the upper house by its 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments, led the fight for passage of his 
measure, citing that the state at pres- 
ent has no means of ascertaining 
whether state funds are being prop- 
erly and legally expended. 

President George H. Carswell took 
the florg in support of the measure, 
declaring that such a commission 
would enable the state to perpetually 
keep a check on expenditure of state 
funds and would be of inestimable 
value in holding down appropriation 
to state departments. 

Need Business System. 

“No one in the state knows hardly 
anything about the state’s business,” 
declared Mr. Carswell, “and no one 
ever will until we put in a business 
system such as this bill provides. We 
have had no audit in three years. 1 
know of one instance where a state 
institution is paying one-third more for 
its coal and provisions than another 
state institution less than half a doz- 
en miles away. I do not question the 
honesty of any man for this deplorable 
condition, but it is 
failure of the system we operate.”

Prime Minister Baldwin is expect- 
ed to retain a majority iu the house 
of commons. for his conservatives.

hope between them to obtain a 
majority, thus holding the balance of 
power. 

Tariff Is Real Issue. 

There is one real issue in the elec- 
tion—a protective tariff, similar to 
that of the United States, to protect 
inductry and relieve unemployment; 
or no tariff. ‘The tariff proposal is 
Baldwin's. He was unable to pre- 
sent it to the house of commons with- 
out an election because the late 
Bonar Law, when prime minister, 
had promised not to change fiscal 
policy without an appeal to the 
voters. 

Liberals and labor want free trade. 
As an alternative to the tariff, the 
liberals offer “use of credit on enter- 
prises that would raged im- 
prove and develop the home country 
and the empire.” 

Labor proposes a capital levy on 

all fortunes over $25.000. There 
would be one levy, first and final, 
to pay off Great Britains debts, 
notably, of course, that owed the 
United States. 
The party platforms, summarized, 
are: ais 
Solution of the unemployment 
roblem by protecting the home mar- 
et. Protection is calculated: To 
raise revenue; to assist industries 
suffering “from‘unfair foreign com: 
petition ;” 
foreign tariffs—in other words, high 
tariffs against high tariff countries; 
to give substantial tariff prefergnce 
to British dominions. 

No duties to be imposed on wheat, 
flour, oats, meat, cheese, butter or 
eggs—all imported in large quanti- 
ties. partly from the United States. 

The tariff to provide revenue for 
the support of agriculture at home, 
for empire development, and the re- 
duction of duties on tea and sugar. 

A bonus of $5 an acre on arable 
land where the employer pays not 
less than $7:50 a week to an able- 
bodied laborer.

|Claims Matthes 


Dusseldorf, November 25.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—“The Rhine- 
land republic stands, but the govern: 
ment has_ fallen.” 

Thus Joseph Matthes, one of the 
chiefs in the separatist movement, anD- 
nounced today his dissolution of the 
provisional government, whicb follow- 
ed quickly upon an internal military 
coup at Coblenz. Matthes fled when 
the military dictatorship was set up. 
The other members of his cabinet 
were placed under arrest, but later 
some of them were released and the 
=—— joined the new dictator- 
ship. 

Regarding his future plans, Herr 
Matthes was non-committal. 

Herr Matthes showed to the cor- 
respondents a letter he had address- 
ed to Paul Tirard, president of the 
inter-allied Rhineland commission, 
announcing the dissolution of the 
provisional government and tnforming 
him that the main organizer of the 
military coup was a man named Ro- 
senbaum. who, until a few days ago, 
was Matthes’ private secretary. 


Cabinet in Split. 

Within the past week, two or three 
members of the de facto cabinet re- 
signed, according to_the letter, and 
the remainder split into two parts, 
issuing independent cabinet decrees. 

“The so-called high army com: 
mand, which was dissolved a fort- 
night ago by Dr. Dorten and bis fac- 
tion, as well as by myself,” con- 
tinues the letter, “has attempted a 
military dictatorship, in -which the 
principal part was played by my 
already dismissed Secretary Rosen- 
baum. who proved to have been a 
Prussian spy working under orders 
from Frankfort, after being in the 
French service for the same object. 
This military dictatorship which 
used funds liberally, has attempted to 
seize the power from the de facto 
cabinet. ; 

Carried Weapons. 

“The military dictatorship, how- 
ever, took no steps against me per- 
sonally, although the cabinet was 
powerless to resist its efforts. This, 
as well as the fact that the provi- 
sional government was composed of 
incompetent or dishonest persons, 
caused me to take the above step.” 

Last night Matthes assembled the 
remnants of his enbinet for a meet- 
ing in the old castle, the provisional 
seat of the government since Coblenz 
was made capital of the Rhineland. 
As Matthes entered for the meet- 
ing he observed several members of 
the guard scurrying about with car- 
bines and other weapons. He asked 
Herr Mertz, who appeared to be the 
generalissimo of the new dictatorship, 
what was up, and was informed: 
“Absolutely nothing. Our men are 
somewhat restless on the third floor; 
we are trying to reduce them 


order.” 
New Dictatorship. 
Matthes then went into the meet- 
ing, which had. barelx begun when 
a deputation from the third - floor 


armed with rifles appeared at the 
door and ‘declared that the members 
of the cabinet were under arrest and 
that a new military dictatorship had 
been formed. 

Matthes again informed the deputa- 
tion that the military command had 
already been dissolved by decree, but 
his words were without effect. He 
asked the members: of the cabinet 
what they proposed to do. They seem- 
ed to equivocate; so, feeling him- 
self without sufficient support. as he 
relates it, he decided then and there 
to declare the cabinet dissolved. 
Matthes was allowed to leave undis- 
turbed, but the others remained for 
some time under arrest. 


MATTHES WAS TOO 
DICTATORIAL, IS CHARGE. 

Dusseldorf, November 28. — Th> 
separatist movement split at Cob-enz 
this morning under circumstances no. 
vet clear. Joseph Matthes’ story of 
dissolving the provisional cabinet be- 
ceuse of the attitude of the military 
section is’ contradicted b® the adhe 
rents of Dr. Dorten, who declare that 
in reality Matthes was expelled from 
the separatist ranks because he re- 
fused to carry out majority decisiotis 
of the cabinet. 

The Dortenites explain that the of- 
ficious and dictatorial method of 
Maetthes became co distasteful to his 
colleagues that the cabinet by a ma- 
jority vote some days ago decided ts 
limit his autohitry te the Bonn dis- 
tricts, but Matthes refused to be 
pushed into a back seat. The Dor 
tenites, accordingl,, handed Matthe> 
an ultimatum resterday to quit or 
be placed under arrest by the gov- 
ernment guard, which sided with 
them. Just as the ultimatum was 
about to expire Matthes fled to Dus- 
seldorf. 

His story of a military coupand a 
letter to M. Tirard, president of the 
Rhineland commission, according to 
the Dortenites. was purely imaginary. 
They declare that the provisional gov- 
ernment continues te works in com: 
plete agreement with Dr. Dorten and 
Rosenbaum. whom Matthes branded 
as a Prussian spy. : 

M. Tirard has announced officially 
that he received no letter from Jo- 
seph Matthes, and if he did, would 
take no. notice of it. 

Matthes, after giving his stofy to 
the world, disappenred, and attempts 
to find him and get his views of the 
Dortenite version of his flight from 
Coblenz have failed.

A MENACING MEASURE! 


If it were conceivable that the 
Georgia senate would concur in the 
constitutional income tax measure 
passed by the house, then a sugges- 
tion that the title be changed to 
read “An act to put the state of 
Georgia out of business” might well 
be considered. 

The only commendable feature of 
the measure is that it gives evidence 
of the fact that the house is ac- 
tuated by a desire to do something 
to meet the earnest efforts of Gov- 
ernor Walker, and the tax commis- 
sion to enact necessary tax legisla- 


tion, and while it has gone far be- 


yond any suggestion ever made by 
the governor or the tax commission 
in the enactment of a measure that 
we are sure cannot be approved 


- by either, there is hope in the pros- 
€ pect that it may be taken by the 


senate as the basis for a modified 
measure,’Out of which may come a 
law that will meet the situation. 
The senate has demonstrated a 
wise and substantial conservatism. 
The Lankford income tax bill, which 
was passed early in the session by 
that body, is 2 conservative meas- 


| ure, eliminating double taxation and 


prescribing definitely its provisions.

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Indeed, the very act of the house 
in striking from the amendment the 
word “net” was an invitation to 
make the 5 per cent levy only upon 
“gross” incomes; and this and fu- 
ture legislatures would be justified 
by the official records of this extra 
session of the house to even inter- 
pret the amendment, in view of that 
act, as in reality a mandate for a 
levy upon gross incomes. 

Whether legislatures would so 
construe it or not, however, the 
danger of this proposed sweeping 
and indefinite and unfortified or- 
ganic law is that legislatures under 
it would have the authority to make 
such a gross levy, and to change 
the exemptions from year to year. 

With such en authority, unpro- 
tected by constitutional inhibition, 
no business in Georgia would be 
safe, and no new business of any 
potential proportions would come 
into the state so menaced with pos- 
sible confiscation. 

The fact is a 5 per cent tax on 
the gross incomes would wipe out 
every dollar of the net earnings of 
more than half the businesses of 
an industrial and commercial nature 
in Georgia today. 

It would not only close great 
commercial establishments, but 
manufacturing plants, and throw 
tens of thousands of people idle 
upon the streets of the cities and 
the mill villages. 

The striking of the word ‘‘net” 
from the original amendment was 
“justified” in debate in the house 
by the statement that “big business” 
would so juggle their returns that 
no “‘net” would be shown, thus not 
only morally indicting most griev- 
ously the great institutions of Geor- 
gia that furnish employment to 
labor and that make the welfare of 
the state possible, but accentuating 
the fact that the actual purpose is 
the statutes either a 
“gross” levy uniformly, or to levy 
on the “net” on one class and the 
“gross” on another, the latter a dis- 
tinctive and wholly inexcusable type 
of class legislation that cannot be 
justified morally or legally. 

And with it all such a statement, 
or proposed justification, cannot be 
defended in view of the fact that 
the business interests of Georgia 
pay into the federal treasury $20,- 
000,000 a year income taxes, and 
every return made by each of the 
60,000 business federal taxpayers 
is subject to examination by the 
state authorities, through govern- 
ment ruling. 

Industry coming into a state 
seeks tax stability. In the invest- 
ment of large sums for property and 
equipment, and in the mobilization 
of labor and the establishment of 
housing facilities, it wants to know 
above all things else as to the 
stabilization of the tax system. 

Tax reform has been stressed in 
Georgia on that basis. 

It has been said that Georgia can-

' not invite new industry until the 
' definiteness of the tax problem is 


established. 

And yet, the proposed amend- 
ment for an income tax, sweeping 
and indefinite, throwing the prob- 
lem into state and legislative poli- 
tics, with its ever swinging pendu- 
lum, is proposing te do the very 
opposite of what the common 
thought of Georgia has demanded 
should be done. 

Neither the senate nor a confer- 
ence committee should accept the 
house bill, as passed, and it is cer- 
tain that in the calm of reflection 
the house itself would not agree to 
accept it as a finality. 

If such a law, tearing down the 
safeguards of the constitution, and 
making the basic tax system of 
Georgia statutory, should be sub- 
mitted and ratified—which is wholly 
inconceivable—then in all frankness 
Georgia will be a good state to move 
out of instead of to move inte.

“Now, therefore, I do recommend 
and assign Thursday, the 26th day 
of November next, tv be devoted by 
the people of the United States to the 
services of that great and glorious 
Being, who is the beneficent author 


of all the good that was, that is, or 
that will be.” 


As the years passed, proclama- 
tions of Washington, of Lincoln, of 
Wilson, have not greatly varied in 
form. 

We have, perhaps. allowed our- 
selves to overlook the true signifi- 
cance of Thanksgiving Day. We 
forget that for every cause for 
thanksgiving there is a correspond- 
ing duty to be performed.

EALTH TALKS

THE CAUSE OF ST. VITUS’ 
DANCE. 

St. Vitus’ dance (Sydenham’s cho- 
rea) is suspiciously associated with 
tonsilitis, both conditions occur so 
frequently with endocarditis (inflam- 
mation of heart lining or valves) and 
arthritis (joint “rheumatism”) that 
physicians have long believed some 
common cause responsible. At the 
present time it seems fairly certain 
that the cause is—not the weather, I 
am delighted to say, but, if you. will 
pagdoy me for dragging in such a sub- 
ject again—a germ. 

Now, L am not to blame for this. J 
have no overweening fonincess for 
germs. . I do not even maintain there 
18 a germ theory. When certain 
strains or species of germs set up 
business in arybody’s tissues there is 
no theory about it. It is a sad fact. 
The germ theory as a subject of 
learned discourse now belongs in the 
almanac. 

The day has Jong passed when such 
factors as fright and exposure to cold 
can be assigned as actual or contrib 
uting causes of St. Vitus’ dance. For 
that matter, the same truth should 
apply to the causation of a score of 
other diseases which were formerly 
attributed to exposure to cold. One b 
one the real nature and causes of suc 
diseases are being established and 
ee by scientific study, and every 

ay in every way the doctors who still 
mutter about “exposure” or “taking 
cold” are feeling more uneagy. 

Dr. E. C. Rosenow, workirg at the 
Mayo Foundation, has isolated from 
cases of chorea strains of streptococci 
(a type of germ) which have an af- 
finity for and a tendency to infect or 
involve the tissues of the heart valves, 
joint linings and muscles, as well as 
the brain, an affinity much more pro- 
nounced than any other type of strep- 
tococeci. When it comes to a question 
of streptococci, enow is right 
there. It was he who established the 
principle of focal infection as a cause 
of various systemic diseases—-but this 
does not mean that Rosenow 
should be blamed by everyone who 
has sacrificed a set of teeth without 
realizing the hoped-for cure of his 
rheumatiz, for Rosenow never coun- 
selled nor sanctioned guesswork like 
that. There is under way. according 
to rumor, an attempt to develop an 
anti-streptococci serum whieh may 
prov: a great helpinthe treetment of 
chorea.

Heretofore it has been figured that, 
On a disagreement between the two 
houses, the matter would be forced 
into conference and the final product 
would be voted over by a majority of 
a quorum on the question of agreeing 
or disagreeing to a conference com- 
mittee report. A few years ago a 
similar question was raised in the 
senate, in connection with a consti- 
tutional amendment on a new county 
proposal. There was disagreement, 
and then the president of the sen- 
ate ruled that the conference com- 
mittee report could be adopted by a 
majority of a quorum. 

The status of the income tax Dill 
is that the senate has passed a meas- 
vre of specific provisions, those pro-

President Carswell Wednesday 
stated that he will, when the matter 
comes before the senate next week 
for action, rule that, under the pro- 
visions of the constitution defining 
how amendments may be submitted, 
it will require a vote of two- 
thirds of the members elected to the 
senate to agree to the house amend- 
ment, and that such a vote of two- 
thirds must be recorded by yea and 
nay vote on the journal] of the sen- 
ate. 

If the senate should disagree to 
the house amendment and the mat- 
ter be forced into conference commit- 
tee, he then will rule that there has 
been no change in the constitutional 
requirement, and to adopt the report 
of a conference committee will require 
a vote of two-thirds of the members 
elected, on roll-call, and that it must 
be recorded in the journal.

There is a very clearly defined prec- 
edent in the action of the national 
congress, where it has been ruled that 
a conference committee report which 
alters the material provisions in a 
proposal to emend the federal con- 
stitution has to have a_ three- 
fourths vote to be adopted. The prin- 
ciple, therefore, is the eame as that 
in amending the constitution of the

‘Any 
amendment or amendments to this 
constitution may be proposed in the 
senate or house of representatives, and 
if the same shal] be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members elected to each 
of the two houses, such proposed 
amendment or amendments shal] be 
entered on their journals with the 
yeas and trays taken thereon. And 
the general assembly shall cause such 
amendment or amendments to be pub- 
lished in one or more newspapers,’ 
etc, 


“It will thus be noted that the 
amendment which is submitted to the 
people must be identical with that 
which is entered upon the journa) 
and upon which the yea and nay vote 
is taken and which has received, on 
the yea and nay vote, a two-thirds 
vote of the membership of each house. 
In other words, the matter which is 
to be submitted to the people must 
be the whole, completed structure, 
after the various planks of amend: 
ments have gone into its building. 


“Now let us suppose a proposed con- 
stitutiona] provision, with several 
amendments regularly adopted, is 
passed by the house, and entered 
with the yea and nay vote upon the 
journal of the house. It then goes 
to the senate and the senate strikes 
all 
house vitally and materially affect- 


ing the substance of the provision | 


as the house adopted it. 

“The house and the senate do not 
reach an agreement and a conference 
committee is appointed. 

“The conference committee agrees 
to put back one of the amendments 
of the house but to strike the other 
in its entirety and likewise to add 
another material provision to the 
measure. 

“The house and the senate there- 
upon agree to the conference vote. 

“What is the subject matter sub- 
mitted to the voters, what is the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment: That 
which has been entered upon the 
journal! of the house with the yea and 
nay vote thereon theretofore or the 
completed structure as it has emerged 
from the couference committee and 
been adopted by both houses? 

“Wf it is the first, of course, the 
people do not vote upon what has in 
fact been submitted by the general

| BITS OF NEW YORK LIFE — 


New York, November 28.—In West 
47th street is Bootmaker’s Row. 
Here fashionable New York goes to 
be shod. Perhaps the most celebrated 
was 
James Moore. Three of his sons are 
now working at the bench in their 
own shops. 

The boot shops are unpretentious, 
dimly lighted and polished pots hang 
over the flickering fire-placesa just as 
they did in the days when New York 
was a village with flugstone walks, 
men in velvet pants and dairy maids 
who carried three legged stools, 

Many of them bave no signs out- 
side. Only a finished boot in the 
window denotes the calling. Their 
customers are those whose parents 
were served by the bootmakers’ par- 
ents. The bootmaker takes a keen 
pride in his work and he never sends 
out bills. 

During the war the hand-made boot 
sold for $60 a pair but now the price 
has declined to $40. ‘The bootmaker 
will not promise his fin'shed work in 
less than a month and sometimes. it 
will be six weeks before they are de- 
livered—always in person by the boot- 
maker. 

The shops are mostly in rather de- 
lapidated one or two-stury buildings. 
The makers wear half aprons, blue 


spectacles. Some work at night by 
candle light. The halo of the past 
is ever_ with them. 

Despite the fact they do not keer 
in step with the rushing world about 
them, I am told that nearly all of 
the bootmakers are men of independ- 
ent fortunes and one has heavily in- 
vested in real estate that has quad- 
rupled in the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

There are also on 47:h street sever- 
al old-time saddlery shops. They cater 


| to the fashionable patrons of the rid- 


ing academies and cling to the tradi- 
tions in the same manner us the boot- 
maker.

What one misses most in New York 
are the characters who make the 
small town so interesting. ‘There ap- 
pear to be no itinerant white-washers 


or fiddiers. ‘There are no lovable old 
fellows——tender, simple souls whu 
whittle chips inside bottles, play tunes 
on peach leaves and recite poems to 
children. In our town Whitewash 
Joe was beloved. He roamed the hills 
in the spring for medicinal herbs 
which he boiled into nostrums in his 
hutch back of Schreck’s meat shop. 
Hie had a cure for everything save the 
racking cough which finally carried 
him off at the age of 91. He played 
lightly with life—drank hard, slept 
in doorways and was generally con- 
sidered worthless. But the children 
loved him and he loved them. 


In the publie library is a copy of 
the “Daily Advertiser” of January 
1789. Perusing its yellow stained 
pages one finds the beginning of the 
Astors’ commercial career. Here is 
one item: 

“John Jacoh Astor, next door but 
one to the Friend's Meeting house, 
has for sale an assortment of Piano- 
fortes of the newest construction 
which he will sell on reasonable 
terms. He gives cash for all kinds 
of furs and has for sale a lot of 
Canada beaver and beaver coating, 
raccoon skins, etc.”
